MEMORIES 


A long time business in the downtown Hannibal area has 
closed its doors for good. Most of the Amateur Operators 
around this area remember Frank Brashears, who 
owned and operated the Brashears Radio Store. His 
store was in downtown Hannibal, Mo., and many of us 
have visited there many times. All that great old stuff is 
gone!! Below is an article that was in the 1989’s HARC 
Newsletter. Frank has long ago passed away, but has 
left many good memories with the rest of us. 


Copied from HARC Newsletter of 1989, by Dan Creech: 
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| think WOCUJH is known by every member of the 
club, and the call is known many places around the 
world. WOCJH, Frank Brashears will be 84 years old 
next month, and bootlegged his first spark transmitter 
when he was a teenager. He received his first license, 
9CJH, in 1922, issued by the Department of Commerce, 
and signed President Herbert Hoover. He is listed in the 
“Calls Heard” column of the October 1922 issue of QST. 
His station was powered by a gasoline generator and a 
bank of batteries. He rigged the generator with remote 
starting, because he had to shut it off during receive, and 
restart it to transmit. 

Many well known names in electronics got their 
start with the help of Frank. Names such as Parker 
Gates, Bill Lear, and Howard Hughes are recalled by 
Frank as friends. In 1928 Frank opened a shop in New 
London to build and repair radios. One of his more 
famous customers was J. Edgar Hoover, who was on the 
trail of John Dillinger. Frank liked Hoover’s car. It was a 
V8 and they weren't available to the public yet. 

Frank joined the Army Air Corps, and was 
assigned to Scott Field from 1934 to 1937 as radio 
operator on the TC14, the largest blimp in the U.S. He 
even flew the blimp from Louisiana to Eads Bridge once 
when the regular operator took a break. During a flood 
on the Ohio River in 1937 WOCJH handled over 2000 
messages, and received a special citation for his 
services. 

During WW II Frank taught radio at Hannibal 
Lagrange College for the Army Air Corps. He was 
already wearing the Air Corps uniform, and teaching, 
while the local draft board was still trying to draft him into 
the Army. 

After the war, when the zero call zone was 
created, Frank’s call was changed to WOCJH. Just 
before the war was over, Frank started his radio shop at 
its present location at 405 Broadway in Hannibal. Frank 
was awarded a Certificate of Public Service in 1945 for 
handling messages while the phone lines were down 
between Hannibal and St. Louis during an ice storm. 

Starting in 1978, Frank made six trips to Europe. 
The trips were partly paid for by York Wholesale 
Electronics, because Frank purchased so many parts. 
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He has a terrific collection of slides from his trips. He 
was able to visit some of his ham friends such as 
EA7JG, Fernando Navarro in Malaga, Spain. 

Frank’s station in the back of his shop is well 
known to most hams in this area. He has, over the 
years, encouraged many people to become hams. I’m 
not sure if his partly homebrew station with exposed 
wiring and tubes frightens or encourages would be 
hams, but, most remember it after having seen it, and 
many who have seen his station demonstrated, even 
years ago, are now becoming hams. It certainly provides 
a lesson: the station doesn’t have to be pretty or 
expensive commercial equipment to produce a clean 
signal around the world. 

Frank is in good health, doesn’t wear glasses, 
and hasn't taken any medication for over 3 years. It was 
not always so. Frank once had such a sever infection 
from an operation that he was not expected to survive 
through the night. When asked what he attributes his 
good health to, he said he “thinks he died that night, and 
just hasn’t noticed it. | think it is an occasional ‘brown 


807’ and an enthusiasm for amateur radio.”
